Bristol Woman is Confident Winner of Courier-Merchants

I wice a visitor to Yellowstone National I ark, Mrs. 
Chauncey Stoneback, Sr., Jefferson avenue, states that the 
more enpoyable trip through the world-famous geyser area 
was taken about 20 years ago, when she and a friend par­ 
ticipated in a hiking journey of six weeks through the area. 
She is confident the winner of the Courier-Merchant^ trip to 
Yellowstone will have a thoroughly enjoyable trip as well. 
With a burro to carry their tents, cooking utensils, and 
other camp equipment, the two had many unusual experiences, 
cmd due to the slower method of travel had splendid 
opportunity to admire not only the great heights and valleys, 
lakes, geysers, and falls, but the animal and flower life as well. 
The two entered the Park at the Eastern gateway, from Cody, 
and left at Gardiner. 
Acetylene lamps were used for lighting the little camp at 
night, and on one occasion, states Mrs. Stoneback, it was nec­ 
essary to keep the lamps burning all night to keep the curious 
bears from coming too close and molesting equipment. W ith 
the party was their pet dog, an Irish-Scotch terrier, and the 
canine barked most of the night when animals would be heard 
nearby, states the traveler. 
“We had the privilege of witnessing the eruption of two 
geysers which are now extinct,” added the Jefferson avenue 
resident. “One erupted every two weeks, and the other every 
nine days,” she mentioned. 
Mrs. Stoneback has among her mementoes of the two 
trips numerous snap-shots, one showing a large bear endeav­ 
oring to reach the contents of the garbage can, near the bun­ 
galow rented on the second trip. She also brought back as a 
curio a small piece of obsidian from tile glass mountain, or 
Obsidian Cliff as it is also known. The localite also tells of 
how one bear pulled a gunny-sack from its position between 
the spare tire and the automobile, during the second visit, and 
after opening the bag which contained cooking utensils, car­ 
ried it across the roadway to the wood, and left go of its 
find only when chased by another traveler.
